LOCATION 


The Holdridge Farm Nursery is located on Route 27 (The Col. Ledyard 
Highway) in the town of Ledyard, about 5 miles from Norwich and about 
12 miles from New London. 


From Norwich, take Route 2 (the Westerly road) for about three miles 


—turn right onto first state highway, following Ledyard Grange signs—drive 


about 1 mile and bear left onto Route 27 and drive 2 miles. 


From New Haven and New London — cross the Groton-New London 
bridge and follow Route 84 for about 5 miles — turn left and follow Route 
27 (Col. Ledyard Highway) for about 6 miles. 


From Rhode Island points — Go to the Rotary intersection of Route 
84 and Route 2 — follow Route 84 towards New London about 7 miles — 
then turn right onto Col. Ledyard Highway (Route 27) — We are about 
6 miles from Route 84.

SHIPPING 


Please give instruction in your order how we should ship. If no instruc- 
tions are given, we will ship as is best in our judgment. Remember, trees 
must go by express. 


We will ship as near as possible to the date which you ask for but can 
not guarantee shipment on exact dates requested because of weather and 
other conditions beyond our control. 


We start to ship plants just as early as the frost is out of the ground, 
or from the 1st to the 10th of April. We ship orders continuously until 
June 1. We recommend setting plants in April if possible. 


Fruit trees will be shipped about April ist, unless otherwise requested. 


Absolutely no orders shipped after June 1. We ship in the fall only 
from October 10 until November ist. Fall shipments of strawberry plants 
not guaranteed or recommended. nee

STRAWBERRY PLANTS 


For nearly forty years, strawberries and strawberry plants have been 
the major crop on the Holdridge Farm. During that period of time a great 
many varieties of strawberries have been grown here but we have continued 
to grow only those kinds which have done best for us. Certain good varieties 
have been discarded because we felt that other kinds were generally more 
satisfactory here. 


As we raise our fields of strawberries primarily for plants, we are con- 
tinually working to improve the quality of the plants which we do sell. Hach 
spring we choose our planting stock with extreme care. Many other things 
are done for these strawberry plants so that our strains may be continually 
improved. You will get the benefit of this breeding work if you purchase 
your replacement stock from us. 


STRAWBERRIES FOR FREEZING 


We receive many requests as to the best varieties of strawberries for 
freezing. We recommend Midland, Catskill, Fairfax, Temple and Sparkle. 
However, in our own home freezer, we have tried nearly every variety and 
have found that all good berries can be successfully frozen. In fact, we have 
used more Howard No. 17 than any other variety.

We purchase a carload of baskets during the winter and will have the 
following baskets at quoted prices while our supply lasts.

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STRAWBERRY PLANTS 
EARLY VARIETIES 


HOWARD No. 17 (Sold also as Premier)—-For more than twenty years 
the Howard No. 17 strawberry has held the leadership in this area with 
the greatest acreage of plants being set with this variety. The Howard No. 17 
berry is perhaps the most dependable producer of all varieties, producing 
a good crop on nearly every type of soil and under many different weather 
conditions. 


Our strain of Howard 17 has improved through the years as we have 
constantly practiced selective planting. The Howard is practically frost- 
proof. It likes rich well drained land and will produce an excellent crop 
of large wedge-shaped berries. It is usually the first berry on the market 
and will fruit over a long season with the berries decreasing in size at the 
end of the season. 


This is a safe variety to plant. Be sure to include some in your order. We 
find it excellent for freezing and we can recommend this variety for a home 
garden as well as for commercial growers. 


PATHFINDER — This is an excellent quality berry producing large 
quantities of mild flavored berries. The berries are quite round and are 
very attractive. This variety usually sets a wide row of plants and is rated 
as very resistant to the red stele disease. This is an early season berry, ripen- 
ing with us just after the Howard. 


We can recommend this variety to commercial growers, especially to 
those whose early berries are sold to be shipped out of the state. 


MIDLAND — This variety is a cross between the Howard 17 and Red 
Heart. It is a vigorous grower of fine large plants, producing good yields 
of large berries. It has fine flavor and is excellent for the deep freeze. 


FAIRLAND — This is a new variety which we like very much. With 
us, it produces a large, conical shaped berry, almost as early as Howard. 
It makes a very good bed and the yield of berries is excellent. 


“ DORSETT —- At its best Dorsett is an excellent berry for home use 
with large sweet berries. Not a dependable producer. Supply limited. 


MID-SEASON VARIETIES 


TEMPLE — We believe that this is.the outstanding midseason berry 
at the present time. It is an unusually vigorous variety, making wide rows. 
of tall heavy plants. It is a heavy producer of large, pointed, very attractive 
berries. We have a large supply of these plants available for this spring. 
Good for freezing. 


CATSKILL — This has been an outstanding midseason variety for a 
number of. years. It produces a very large and glossy berry. The bulk of 
the crop is produced in a short time making it a good berry for freezing 
purposes. This is not as good a plantmaker as some other varieties, appar- 
ently needing a very rich soil to be at its best. 
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FAIRFAX —- This berry has the well deserved reputation of being the 
Sweetest berry known. It produces a good crop of very dark, almost black 
berries. The Fairfax is a fair plantmaker and we recommend it for those 
gardeners who have a good rich soil. 


SPARKLE — This is a newer and very highly recommended midseason 
variety. It is a vigorous grower and is very productive. The berries are 
somewhat round in shape, of excellent quality and splendid for freezing. 


ROBINSON (Scarlet Beauty) — With this variety, individual plants are 
very small, but it makes a wide row and should be well spaced for best re- 
sults. An excellent yielder of large fruit when planted on good rich land. 


GREAT BAY — This is the first time that we have had this variety to 
sell. Originated at the University of New Hampshire, it is claimed by its 
propagators as having the ability under proper conditions to yield more than 
any other variety. The berry itself is medium late, and similar to the Cat- 
skill variety. Our supply is limited — Price: $4.00 per 100. 


LATE VARIETIES 


FAIRPEHAKE — This is an excellent quality late berry. It is a cross 
of the Fairfax and Chesapeake varieties. Berries are large, attractive and 
very late. It makes a nice plant growth and we can recommend it for both 
home and commercial growers. 


RED STAR — This is the latest berry which we sell. The berries are 
large and bright red. The individual plants are very large but it is only a 
fair plantmaker here on our comparative light soils. Yields with us are not 
as heavy as with some of the other standard varieties.

EVERBEARING STRAWBERRIES 


We do not believe that everbearing strawberries are profitable from a 
commercial standpoint in this locality. However, a few plants planted this 
spring will bear fruit for two months during the fall. We recommend that 
the blossoms of everbearers be kept picked off until July and that some kind 
of mulch be placed around the plants so that the berries will be free of dirt. 


STREAMLINER — This is the newest and most highly recommended 
of everbearers. It produces a very large berry which is as pretty as any 
June bearer. We have a nice supply of this kind this year and we are selling 
at a low price. With us the Streamliner did almost as well last spring as 
the June bearing varieties.

ASPARAGUS CULTURE 


Set asparagus in rich soil a foot apart in a furrow 6 inches deep. Cover 
3 inches and tramp. In hoeing, work soil towards plant so that by mid- 
summer the ground is level. Do not cover 6 inches at first or plant will be 
smothered. Cut sparingly the second year, after that cut all shoots 6 or 8 
inches high until about the middle of June, then let tops grow. Fertilize 
asparagus liberally, with stable or hen manure any time in summer or fall 
after cutting season is over.

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STRAWBERRY CULTURE 


CHOOSING THE LAND 


Almost any fertile land which is well drained will raise good strawber- 
ries. We advise against setting on greensward because of the presence of 
white grubs who relish the tender roots of strawberries. If possible, plant 
on land on which no lime has been spread for at least one year. 


FERTILIZING 


We recommend spreading your fertilizer broadcast on the ground after 
the land has been plowed and harrowed. Then harrow the fertilizer in. 
This places your fertilizer where it will be available to the new plants as 
they commence to run. Additional fertilizer may be added any time during 
the first year if needed. Do not fertilize your bed the spring that it is going 
to bear for the extra fertilizer will go into the leaves. 


WHEN TO PLANT 


Order your plants early and set them out early. If you order your 
plants early you will be sure of getting the varieties you want and you will 
get the plants when you want them. When your plants arrive, if you are 
not ready for setting out, take from box or package and put in cellar in a 
cool, dark place. Keep roots moist. Wet roots before setting. 


SETTING OUT PLANTS 


Strawberries may be spaced 15-18 inches apart in the rows, and rows 
8 to 4 feet apart. Later in the season the plants should be set closer. In 
setting the plants, dig a hole large enough to enable you to spread the roots 
well. The plants should be set deep enough so that the roots are well covered, 
yet care should be taken that the tender heart is uncovered. Press the plant 
firmly into the ground. 


CARE OF BED 


The blossoms should be picked off the first year so that all the strength 
of the plant will go into the new runners. Of course, the strawberry bed 
must be hoed often enough during the summer to keep it free from weeds. 


MULCHING 


The bed should be covered during the early winter with a thin covering 
of straw, hay or meadow grass. Use whichever of these that is easier or 
cheaper for you to obtain. In the spring, the hay may be raked between 
the rows, making a cushion for the pickers during the season. This also 
prevents dirty berries. f 


WEED KILLERS 

The use of 2-4-D Weed Killers on strawberry plants is still in the ex- 
perimental stage. We have used it on short rows of each of our varieties. 
The weed killers will not kill strawberry plants and will keep the weeds 
under control but, in our opinion, it does slow up the growth of the runners. 
We would not advise the use of weed killers on substantial acreages of 
berries until more is known of its effects. 


RED STELE DISEASE 


_ Our strawberry plant beds are carefully examined each summer by 
specialists of The Connecticut Experiment Station and there has never been 


any Red Stele found on this farm. We have never had a complaint that 


Red Stele has been found in beds started with our plants.
